When war was declared, t here fore, 
s perfectly natural and logical 
hat Senator Garfield should he one 
of ihe first to offer ids services to the 
national cause, and active in promot- 
ing measures for arming the Stale 
militia. Early in the unumer of 
1KG1 he was elected colonel of the 
Forty-second Ohio infantry, princi- 
pally recruited from Portage and Sum-
